-Read Colossians 3: 1 -3 and Hebrews 1 2: 1 -2. What stands out most to you in these passages? 



-What are the most common culprits in your life that can take your focus off of Christ? 



-How was the 'forgetting' of verse 1 3 explained in the sermon? 



-What would you say is the greatest danger to Christians who fail to 'forget what is behind'? 



-How would you describe Christian maturity? How does your definition connect to what Paul says in verse 15? 



-Is there any step that God is prompting you to take in your Christian life as you 'press on'? 



RESPOND: 

-Pray that God would help us look to the next phase of spiritual growth and move toward it 

-Ask that He will give us great zeal in pursuing Christ, and a deeper level of discipleship 

-Pray that God would encourage us all through our brothers and sisters in Christ as we seek to press on toward 

the prize shoulder-to-shoulder
